7. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable over Xidos et al 
(U.S. 5,851,149) 

Xidos et al disclose an interactive gaming and audiovisual transmission system comprising: 
a central gaming computer means for processing gaming data (col. 1, line47-col.2, line 14); 
a decoder adapted to receive gaming data from the central gaming computer together with 
transmitted audiovisual data (col.36, line 1 l-col.39, line 45); 

>* the decoder includes a card reading device for interacting with a user's bank card in order 
to credit a gaming account held by the central gaming computer means in response to transfer of 
credit from the user's bank account (col.37, line 10-25); and 

>- the decoder is equipped with a card reading device in the form of a smart card reader 
(col.3, lines 17-24; claims 18 and 53).
